At  the  time  of  preparing  this  catalog  for  the  printer  the 
struggle  of  operating  a  bulb  farm  in  near-war  times  was  be¬ 
ginning  to  tell  on  us.  The  difficulty  of  obtaining  competent 
help  was  adding  to  the  burden — in  a  few  days  another  im¬ 
portant  member  of  our  force  would  be  leaving  for  the  army. 
Obtaining  new  equipment  for  bulb  handling  was  presenting 
unexpected  problems  every  day.  As  this  feeling  of  wonder 
whether  the  efforts  were  worth  while  was  becoming  very 
strong  there  arrived  a  letter  from  a  customer  in  Austin,  Texas, 
who  wrote  us  as  follows: 

“I  wish  you  could  have  seen  our  gardens  this  spring  when 
we  opened  them  for  Bundles  for  Britain.  Received  $750.00  in 
free  will  offerings  in  three  hours  time!  The  tulips  were  gor¬ 
geous  and  blooming  as  they  did  along  with  azaleas,  camellias, 
callas,  early  daisies,  iris,  daffodils,  etc.,  besides  the  dogwood 
and  tree  wisterias  it  made  a  sight  that  stopped  traffic.  I  want 
to  thank  you  for  your  part  in  all  this  for  frankly  I  did  not 
expect  much  from  American  grown  tulips,  but  what  a  pleas¬ 
ant  surprise  I  did  have!  Thank  you,  too,  for  the  extra  bulbs 
you  sent  and  for  the  King  Alfreds — they  had  three  and  four 
blooms  on  each  one.”  That  changed  the  picture  decidedly.  We 
realized  again  how  necessary  gardens  and  flowers  are  in  this 
world  of  ours.  And  how  much  more  important  the  peace  and 
quietude  that  they  bring  becomes  as  the  strain  on  mind  and 
nerves  increases  as  it  will  in  the  trying  times  ahead  of  us.

of  next  spring  and  plump  brown  tulips  bulbs  that  are  already 
beginning  to  form  the  embryonic  buds  for  next  season's  bloom. 
As  we  handle  these  bulbs  we  wonder  whose  beautiful  garden 
may  be  made  more  lovely  by  the  blossoms  they  produce. 

We  feel  very  fortunate  in  being  able  to  offer  the  complete 
list  of  tulips  which  we  have  this  year.  Some  varieties  have 
had  to  be  removed  from  the  catalog  because  of  too  heavy  sales 
last  year,  but  the  stocks  of  many  kinds  are  larger  and  the 
bulbs  better  than  last  year.  Our  supply  of  large  healthy  daf¬ 
fodil  bulbs  should  be  quite  ample  for  the  needs  of  our  cus¬ 
tomers  although  a  few  varieties  are  decidedly  scarce.  Prices 
are  much  the  same  as  last  year  with  a  slight  general  increase 
to  take  care  of  increased  costs  of  production. 

Since  the  supply  of  some  items  is  rather  small  and  the  de¬ 
mand  is  away  above  normal  we  hope  that  you  will  send  us 
your  orders  just  as  soon  as  you  can.  We  will  appreciate  it  a 
lot  if  you  will  indicate  an  additional  variety  or  two  that  we 
may  use  if  a  certain  kind  is  all  sold  out. 

We  sincerely  hope  that  your  garden  next  spring  will  be  the 
best  you  have  ever  had  and  bring  to  you  a  world  of  pleasure 
and  satisfaction.  May  our  country  ever  be  strong  and  great 
that  these  simple  privileges  can  never  be  denied  to  all  of  us 
as  they  have  been  to  countless  millions  in  Europe.

Hints  on  Growing  Daffodils 

Like  all  other  bulbs,  narcissi-daffodils  repay  us  for  giving 
them  the  proper  care  by  producing  more  and  better  flowers. 
Start  with  good  bulbs;  this  almost  guarantees  flowers  for  the 
first  year.  See  that  the  soil  is  well  prepared.  This  means  deep 
digging  and  plenty  of  plant  food,  especially  phosphates  and 
potash.  Early  planting  is  advisable.  September  is  the  best 
month  for  most  parts  of  the  country  Cover  the  tops  of  the 
bulbs  about  4  inches,  and  in  cold  climates  mulch  well  after 
the  ground  has  frozen.  It  is  a  mistake  to  leave  the  bulbs  too 
many  years  without  resetting  them.  They  become  crowded  and 
fail  to  bloom.  About  every  third  year,  dig  the  bulbs  when  the 
tops  have  ripened.  Store  in  a  cool,  airy  place  and  reset  in  the 
fall.  Never  move  the  bulbs  before  or  during  blooming  time  as 
it  will  injure  their  growth  very  severely.

The  Darwin  Tulips  are  characterized  by  large  cup  shaped 
flowers  having  a  squarish  base.  The  stems  are  strong  and 
tall.  They  are  largely  self-colored  in  shades  of  red,  pink,  lav¬ 
ender  and  purple.  There  are  a  few  white  and  yellow  varieties, 
but  we  depend  more  on  the  Cottage  group  for  these  shades. 
Nowadays  there  is  no  very  important  distinction  from  a  gar¬ 
dening  standpoint  between  the  Darwin  group  and  the  Breeders 
and  Hybrid  (Cottage)  tulips.

VIOLET  AND  PURPLE

Growing  Tulips 

Tulips  are  not  difficult  to  grow  in  most  parts  of  the  country 
but  observance  of  the  following  points  will  help  you  to  produce 
better  blooms  and  bulbs:  Deep  preparation  of  the  soil,  good 
drainage,  an  ample  supply  of  plant  food,  plenty  of  water  from 
planting  time  until  the  bulbs  are  ripe.  In  poor  soils  the  addi¬ 
tion  of  peat  moss  and  a  complete  plant  food  will  be  of  great 
benefit.  Cover  the  bulbs  about  4  inches  and  in  the  very  cold 
climates  mulch  well  after  the  ground  has  frozen.  Lift  the 
bulbs  each  year  when  the  leaves  have  turned  yellow  and  store 
in  a  dry  place  out  of  the  sun  and  wind. 

In  warmer  parts  of  the  country  such  as  southern  California 
late  planting  is  necessary.  December  first  is  early  enough. 
Unless  you  have  a  cool  place  for  the  bulbs  it  is  better  to  order 
early  but  let  us  keep  them  until  planting  time.  If  the  ground 
is  dry  the  beds  should  be  soaked  frequently.  In  these  warm 
climates  planting  in  partial  shade  is  recommended.  The  flowers 
last  longer  and  the  bulbs  make  a  better  growth.

This  Oregon  native  bulb  has  not  been  used  in  gardens  in 
anything  like  the  quantity  it  deserves.  We  use  bulbs  from  all 
over  the  world  and  overlook  one  right  at  home  that  is  superior 
to  many  of  the  foreign  importations. 

While  the  camassias  are  usually  thought  of  as  bulbs  which 
grow  in  ground  that  is  very  wet  in  winter,  that  is  frequently 
not  the  case  particularly  with  Leichtlinii.  They  thrive  splen¬ 
didly  under  ordinary  garden  conditions  in  full  sun  or  in  partial 
shade.  As  the  bulbs  may  be  left  undisturbed  for  years  they 
are  excellent  for  naturalizing.  Plant  in  the  fall  about  six 
inches  deep,  preferably  in  clumps  of  a  dozen  or  more. 

LEICHTLINII.  This  is  the  most  beautiful  of  the  camassias 
and  the  strains  we  list  are  the  finest  to  be  had  anywhere. 
Well  grown  plants  often  reach  a  height  of  four  or  five  feet 
with  as  many  as  100  buds  that  open  in  long  succession.  The 
beauty  of  the  blue  types  is  greatly  enhanced  by  the  bright 
golden  anthers.

Where  these  two  splendid  flowers  can  be  grown  they  should 
be  an  important  part  of  the  planting.  Each  so-called  bulb  or 
root  will  make  a  nice  clump  of  perhaps  12  or  15  spikes.  The 
anemones  particularly  flower  over  a  long  -period  in  the  late 
winter  and  early  spring.  They  will  live  outdoors  through  the 
winter  without  any  great  difficulty  along  the  Pacific  Coast. 
Where  the  winters  are  more  severe  they  need  to  be  well  pro¬ 
tected  or  planted  in  the  early  spring.  They  can  be  planted  in 
pots  in  the  early  spring  and  be  slipped  out  of  pots  where  they 
are  wanted  in  the  garden  after  danger  of  freezing  is  past. 

The  best  method  of  starting  Anemones  and  Ranunculi  is  to 
place  the  roots  in  moist  sand  in  a  moderately  warm  place  until 
new  root  growth  starts,  then  plant  out  in  loose  sandy  soil, 
covering  about  2  inches  deep.  Make  sure  the  drainage  is  good. 
A  good  supply  of  plant  food  and  plenty  of  water  are  needed 
during  the  spring  to  produce  large  flowers.

Oregon-grown  lily  bulbs  have  become  known  as  the  best  obtainable.  Not 
only  are  they  healthier  than  the  imported  stock  but  they  can  be  supplied 
in  a  fresh  condition  with  live  roots  all  ready  to  start  growing.

CANDIDUM  (Madonna  or  St.  Joseph’s  Lily).  A  tall  stately  lily  with  pure 
waxy  white  blossoms.  Delicious  fragrance.  Early  June  to  July  flowering. 
Plant  in  early  fall  preferably  in  open  sun  where  the  ground  will  dry  out  in 
late  summer.  Does  not  like  acid  soil.  Do  .not  cover  more  than  2  inches.  No 
shipments  after  October  15.
